A Jewess named Sara Founrsohi was 
brought here with two nails, seven I mill - 
evs Ion-/, driven into her brain t.hroui-di 
her nose. (hie. lew was brought in with 
one hip, both ankles and wrists broken, 
his severed bunds and feet dangling by 
the skin. A Jew had lost \ i]c . upper 
» lit] under li.jis, after which his tongue 
and windpipe hud been pulled out 
through his mouth wi till pincherw. The 
cars of a Jew named Selzer hail been 
cut away and his bend battered in 
twelve places, lie was a rm ins 
maniac, 

A carpenter was surprised at work and 
both of his hands were sawed off with 
his own saw. A Jewish girl was as- 
s.'inlted by several brutes who then cut 
her eyes out with a pocket knife. One 
woman after trying to defend her chil- 
dren, was thrown upon llhe pavement, 
disemboweled and feathers and horse- 
hair from her bed were stuffed into her 
body. Small children were Hung out of 
windows and trampled upon by the mob. 
Forty-seven were killed on the spot, 
eighty died of their injuries and 1100 are 
under treatment. Four thousand Jews 
are without rfood or shelter and it is 
impossible for them to get away. 

Toledo, O., May LG.-Toledo Ghetto 
rejoiced today u]n>n hearing that Mrs. 
Olara R. Anenhur.13 and her ten rela- 
tives, all in Kisfliinoff, and formerly of 
Toledo, escaped death during the Jew- 
ish massacre in Bessarabia. In a let- 
ter received today and' mailed on April 
l<>, Mrs. Auonburg describes the horrors 
of thes-e massacres, saying in part: "Our 
escape was due to Uie fact that we 
were in the house of a Russian Gentile 
when the murders wore being commit- 
ted. Corjises lay uuburied throughout 
the streets. Jewish girls were assaulted 
by Rlussians, who looted 1 the city. One 1 
little girl was assaulted by fifty brutes.! 
She died a few minutes afterwards. In' 
companies of 200, the Russians marched 
the streets, destroying houses and barns 
and killing all Je'visli men, women and 
children they found. WDiei) the massa- 
cre was well under -way the govern- 
ment and chief of ,]H>licc encouraged 
the robbers mid murderers, crying to 
them in Russian, 'Hurry mp and finish 
your work.' Saloons and wine cellars 
were raided and the glitters llowed with

laid waste. The entire financial loss

•Mic week euding* with the 0th of May 
showed more strikes than any week, it 
is enfo to say, in the preeedinjr ton 
years in the United States. In all 
about 1(K),0(K1 men struck, as compared 
with OO.IKK) ir> the preceding week. 
AlthottgJi no statistics are available, 
Canada has presented' u very similar 
state of affairs. Now, every one of 
these strikers imagines that he has 
struck because of some particular 
grievance against his particular em- 
ployer, and in his pnrtieu'tur trade. It is 
not so, however. It cannot hi .■ 
there wookl not be a general epidemic !_ laa .J aken 
of strikes all over tlie continent at -he 
same time. Tin' strikers arc inliueneo.1 
by some common cause of which they 
themselves are iirofouiidJy ignorant, aiul 
of wh'Mi nobody knows much, if any- 
thing. The strike bacillus has not been 
located. The Domiuian government him 
set two very worthy gentlemen to the 
task of loeating it by im'ostigatLng 
labor conditions in British Columbia. 
i\Ve wish tiliem joy of their task, which 
has so far linfflcd the most acute econo- 
mists and sireioliigists in the world. lint 
we can only compare it to the putting 
of children with iwooden Mjiades anil 
buckets in thoiir hands, upon the shore 
<>!' .the ever-soiwidimjr sea, and' asking 
them to ejuieidute. the mysterious movo- 
meoit of the tklw, and the "silent influ- 
ence" of the heavenly bodies thereon. 
The roar of the sea is in bheir ears, and 
tho sweep of the tides before their eyes. 
Masses of men are driven hither and 
thither iin a yeasty flood, and it means 
something, though we know not what. 
ICacli man in his own intelligence hears 
'-■it the echo of the sea, preserved as it 
were iu the recesses of a shell, but none 
has yet arisen to fully interpret what 
it Kays'. We do not mean to deny that 
there are strikes duo to individual ami 
special causes. But we do most un- 
hesitatingly affirm that when, a.fter 
comparative freedom rr, .m strikes for ti 
term of years, a general epidemic of 
them breaks out, that is not due to indi- 
vidual and special causes, but to some 
general cause or predisposing condition 
in the industrial structure. The last 
time the phenomenon was noticeable in 
North America was in the years 181)2 
and lKt).!. Then, as now, i; was pre- 
ceded by great tndusfcrinj inflation, and 
more inimediuloly by a decline of values 
on the St,„.|; lOxrhange and a restriction 
<>f credit. The process of liquidation 
then was accompanied lev a financial 
panic of most exaggerated features. 
The process nowl lias been exactly the 
same, altillongli the jianic conditions will, 
it. is to be hoped, not appear, and thus 
it may be rendered less acute in its 
eflectte. As a working hypothesis for 
the explanation of the strike epidemic, 
or rather as ;i working hypothesis lead- 
ing u p to such mi explanation, it might 
be .set forth that strikes in an ivpuleniiel 
form arc the- reflex action on labor of 
the same conditions in industry of which, I 
declines of Stock Exchange values and j '1 
restriction of credit are the reflex action' with (Jronl 
on capital.

Tlie original of this famous picture 
was painted hv Thomas Gainsborough, 
H. A. (horn ITiiT. died 17SS). The sub- 
ject, Georgiana Spencer, was the daugh- 
ter of .John Spencer, an English earl. 
On dune »;. 1 774. she became the wife 
of William, fifth Duke of Devonshire, 
which brought to her the title of Duchess 
of Devonshire. She was considered the 
most beautiful woman in England, and 
was frequently referred to as the " Elec- 
tioneering Duchess." It has been pub- 
lished of her that for votes in her hus- 
band's interest she at times bartered 
kisses. The Duchess of Devonshire dit d

""'Phis Gainsborough painting in 178.'{ 
was exhibited at the Uoyal Academy. 
The next known of it a Mr. Hently, a 
dealer and restorer of pictures, pur- 
chased it for £o() i!s'12oO) from Mrs. Mar- 
garotte Mageunis. an aged school mis- 
tress. Mr. Hently subsequently sold it 
for 60 guineas (.*;?13) to Mr. Wym; Ellis, 
an art connoiseur. On May li. lS7<i, his 
collection was sold by Messrs. Christie, 
Manson & Woods. London. The bid- 
ding started at 1.000 guineas ( .S5.-J.~i 1 1 
and continued to lO.(HM) guineas 
(!j!52,~00), made by Messrs. Christie. 
Manson & Woods on behalf of the Karl 
of Dudley, a relative of-the family of 
the Duchess of Devonshire: (but Messrs. 
Agnew, bidding an additional K 10 
guineas (!?525), or a total of 10,100 
guineas ?"k{,025), secured the picture, re- 
moving it to their art store in Old Bond 
street.' 

On May 20, 1870. on opening their 
Bond street galleries, Messrs. Agnew 
discovered that Gainsborough's "Duchess 
of Devonshire" had been cut from its 
frame and stolen. 



The immediate energetic efforts of the 
Scotland Yard detective department and 
the Loudon police not resulting in any 
clue to the thieves or the whereabouts 
of the picture. Superintendent William- 
sou of the Scotland Yard detective de- 
partment sent throughout the world cir- 
culars, dated May 20. 187l>, offering a 
reward of CLdOO (?">,000) for its recov- 
ery, each circular bearing a miniature 
steel engraving of the painting. The 
following interesting extract is from that 
circular :

The question of the purity or impurity 
of a public water supply is naturally one 
of the most important matters that 
■modern science has to deal with. ['Mil 
recently chemical analysis has been con- 
sidered the most authoritative method of 
approaching the problem, while the 
science of bacteriology — which has to do 
with the examination of the vast num- 
ber of little organisms that exist in 
water-has been supposed to be of less 
value. Within the last few years, how- 
ever, bacteriological investigation, largely 
as a result of what has been accom- 
plished tit the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, in Boston, lias been gener- 
ally accepted by engineers mid practical 
sanitarians as a quicker and more direct 
means of learning whether -water is 
healthful or unhenlthf ul— not, indeed, by 
finding actual disease-producing bacteria, 
but by discovering certain other organ- 
isms whose presence in large numbers is 
always proof positive that the water has 
been' pollute, | with sewage, and proof

If you should 
examine a drop of water under a micro- 
sci pe, the colon bacillus would he one of 
■the many organisms that you probably 
would not see at all because they were 
so small. Perhaps, in that particular 
drop of water, if it were very pure, there 
would be no colon bacillus whatever; 
but if there was pollution the little 

bacillus would he there, living upon it. 
And if the proper conditions 'if warmth, 
darkness and nourishment were provided, 
the bacillus would soon begin lo divide 
itself and produce what the bacteriolo- 
gists call ti colony. 

These colonies are the real tests for 
impurities in drinking water. A small 
quantity of the suspected water — usually 
a cubic centimeter, or, roughly speaking, 
about a thimbleful- is mixed with a solu- 
tion that contains nourishment for the

If you should now look at this solution 
under a microscope you would probably 
see the colon bacillus, or rather hundreds 
and hundreds of them, hurrying here 
and there in the mixture and looking for 
all the world like miniature live 
sausages. Bin this one experiment is 
not a'bsolutely conclusive; there is 
another little organism, recently illscov- 
I ered in the Institute of Technology 
laboratories, which destroys the colon 
bacillus ami does not produce a gas from 
the sugary pan of the solution— an 
, organism, in other words, which would 
neutralize the experiment iusi described. 
| Actually lo prove that the colon bacillus 
I was not present with all thai its pres- 
ence implies in tic original cubic centi- 
i meter of water, demands, therefore, a 
; series of other icsis made for the pur- 
pose of differentiating this particular 
organism from others which closely 
resemble it. 

One of the simplest of these tests is 
to grow the bacilli in gelatine thinly 
spn ad over a glass plate and shut up in 
tile dark al an ordinary temperature. A 
little of the suspected water is mixed 
with the gelatine, and if this water con- 
tains bacteria, invisible even to the most 
powerful microscope, thev will immedi- 
ately begin to feed and <h velnp. The 
eo|, oi .bacillus BI -ows by dividing itself 
into iwo similar organisms— a process 
which takes about twenty minutes under 
favorable conditions and the colonics 
which result, having more inhabitants 
than a slate in the American Union, are 
plainly visible to the naked eye. In fact 
a bacteriologist growing bacteria is 
much like some P,r ihdigniigian farmer 
who should planl Lilipiitian seeds with- 
out knowing what they were going to 
produce. Inn when the crop was grown 
n gnizeil his acres of corn hy the green 



and yellow masses of the growing plants, 
and his acres of cabbages of the total 
effect of hundreds and hundreds of them 
all massed togllier. 

But even after the bacteriologist has 
proceeded thus far, counting the number 
of colonies that have developed from his 
original sample of water, he will find 
that many of these colonics are still too 
much alike in general appearance for 
him to be certain of the exact nature of 
their inhabitants. Sonic, of course, have 
quite different characteristics. The 
colon bacilli, for example, apparently 
mass their inhabitants more closely 
tog-ether, something after the manner of 
a modern city; while the streptococci 
are more inclined to string them along 
like dwellers in the main street of an 
old-fashioned New England village. 
And there are also likely to be other 
colonies of other bacteria, so that the 
whole question of degrees and differences 
among them is a very complex one; ami 
the only way that the bacteriologist can 
begin to solve it is by studying the tastes 
and inclinations of each— what the in- 
hmbltants like to eat. bow they behave 
uniler different conditions of food and 
environment, or what they do to other 
colonies of bacteria, for these infinitesi- 
mal bits of lile destroy one another as 
strenuously, if not as conscientiously, as- 
the wandering human tribes of the early 
days of civilization. And it is by thus 
studying the colon bacilli that modern 
science litis reached methods that prac- 
tically eliminate the other organisms and 
show definitely, in a given cubic centi- 
meter of water, just how many of these 
curious little creatures may be present. 

The value of this analysis in decreas- 
ing the danger of disease from inipuro 
drinking water is first of all on account 
of the rapidity with which the analysis 
can be made. In the plan now widely 
prevalent throughout the I'nited States, 
but first used by the Massachusetts 
Slate P.o.ard of Health and the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology, there 
are m\ simple, positive tests. That is 
|.. say, the suspected bacillus is fed with 
gelatine; lactose agar, ti combination of 
milk, sugar and the jelly of a Japanese 
seaweed; dextrose broth, a mixture of 
meat juice and sugar; milk. and 
two oilier solutions— all of which are 

v.-ry g I health foods for the colon 

bacillus. Tin. combined results of these 
tests are proof positive of the presence 
of the colon bacillus, and. as already 
said, wherever the colon bacillus exists 
in large numbers there is certain to be 
ti marked pollution of the water and the 
presence of other germs of a more deadly 
nature. 

The same thing, as has been shown nt 
the Institute, is true also of the strepti- 
! cocci, a kind of bacillus which, unlike 
] the colon bacillus, is found on the outer 
i skin of humanity, although it thrives 
even more successfully in warmer and 
I better protected places. The discovery 
of the streptococci, therefore, instead of 
| lessening the value of the investigations 
i conducted with the earlier-known colon 
I bacillus, has merely added another to 
.the list of "good" bacteria whose mailt 
pur.po.se in life, so far as man is con- 
cerned, seems to be to warn him of 
impending dangers from other and less 
wi .ll-intentioned organisms.

TI1K navy estimates f\«r the yenr 
1SMKM904 nre undoubtedly very 
large, lunountiiiti to £34,457,500, 
showing mi increase o>£ no less 
than i£3,202,WW over tlio.se of the pre- 
vious year. 

The question, then, is opportune 
whether t'His large expenditure is justili- 
able, and if we get 20s. worth for every 
i£l spent. First, then, let us see what 
this country jiuil this enupire — for they 
stand mid fall together— require a navy 
for. The reply of most men in the 
United Kingdom would be that it pro- 
iHH-tM us against invasion, in Shako- 
speare'ti words the sea being " as a 
.moat deft usive to a house," and it is 
expedient to meet our enemies at sea, us 
Kalcigh quaintly expressed it more than 
three hundred years ago, ' To entertain 
those that shall assail us, with their own 
Hu-of in their bellies, and before they 
r-.iv of our Kentish calves, I take to be 
Jh ' wisest w ay." 

We have fortunately not experienced, 
as all Continental powers have, the 
misery anil devastation caused by an 
uMicmy's army on our shores for over S00 
years', and it is to our navy that We 
imist look to continue in the future, as 
.in tie' past, this immunity from the 
ihormrs of a hostile invasion. 

But this view, important as it is, of 
<ahe functions of the navy, was more 
adapted to the IClizabethun age, when 
Knglaml was an agricultural country, 
growing ample foodstuffs for her small 
population, than to the present require- 
ment* of the L'uited Kingdom and Brit- 
ish Empire. 

We want far more titan this. \\ e 
must have " the eoniuiand of the sea " in 
war as well as iu peace — freedom lor 
our ItMge mercantile marine to go to and 
fro in reasonable safety, bringing our 
foodstuffs and tue raw material for our 
manufacture* on which the existence of 
the (population of these islands depends. 
,So far t'he 1'nited Kingdom —but, Wo 
believe, and our Greater Britons beyond 
the Seas believe with a whole heiirted- 
ii-ss to which every traveler to Canada, 
Australia or New Zealand bears witness, 
that we are all empire, and that olir 
communications with their various com- 
ponent parts must be kept open by a 
numerous and powerful navy. 

The chief duty of a navy such as the 
empire requires is to hold the great 
ocean routes and the narrow channels 
where all trade converges, and this can 
only he done by powerful Meets which 
can defeat any organized attack by 
.battleships, these fleets being supple- 
mented by a swarm of cruisers capable 
■of running to earth " commerce destroy- 
ers " bent upon strangling the empire 
4>y obstructing its communications. 

This brings me to the present position 
•of the navy. 

I have alluded above to the question 
of our food supply, and 1 do not think 
.it necessary to go into details on this 
(subject here; hut it is well to bear iu 
,anind (that four-fifths of our breadstuffs 
.(and more than half of the food of our 
•41,000.000 ui these islands comes from 
-over sea, and that on this ground alone, 
(irrespective of our commerce generally, 
•we are in a different position from any 
.other country, being absolutely depend- 
ent on the outer world for our daily 
• [bread. Truly, in Tennyson's words, 
" The fleet of Englnnd is her ail in all," 
(find in comparing with foreign foes, 
though we of the navy might feel witli 
the hero of Agincourt that "the fewer 
the more honor," the stakes are too un- 
equal to make it prudent or right that 
tlliere should be any doubt as to the 
superiority of the British Meet. We 
hope to blockade our enemies' fleets, and 
three distinguished admirals in ISJvS 
gave it as their opinion that to maintain 
cm effective Ueet blockade required a 
force of blockading battleships to tie as 
Hive to three of the blockaded. 

With these generalities, and having 
so far endeavored to clear the ground. I 
(propose now io fol; somewhat into the 
detail of the navy estimates. 

Much, no doubt, we can sec with our 
*y,t-s. We can count heads, whether ol 
ships or men. but in the end we mast 
trust someone, or our ships may lie 
obsolete or unsuitable, our men wastrels 
or undisciplined. 

Can we. t lieu, trust the present uilnilr- 
ijlltv '•' I think we can. They are 
clearly a reforming board, zealous and 
mnxioiis to march with the times, as 1 
think a perusal of Lord S"llx>nie's state- 
ment in explanation of the 11NKJ-4 esti- 
mates will show.

(branches being strenuously aimed at.

The increased number tiuj size of our 
ships, with the expansion of the navy 
generally of recent years, has made 
necessary an enlargement of our docks 
and basins of existing yards, and the 
provision of others at strategical bases 
abroad at Gibraltar, the Cape, and n 
large extension of Hongkong yard. But 
. this year it lias been decided to have a 
I fourth dockyard in the United Kingdom, 
hi addition to our present large establish- 
ments at Portsmouth, Plymouth and 
Chatham. The admiralty have arranged 
to make this dockyard in the Kirth of 
| Kort'h, as best suited for the purpose, 
I after full enquiry by a departmental 
committee. This is the best position 
! strategically, as it overlooks the North 
Sea; and iu view of the increasing 
naval power of Germany and Bussia.it 
is obvious that it is no longer strategic- 
ally suitable that all our dockyards 
should he on ihe south coast of Ureal 
Britain. 

It is unquestlonabie that a couple of 
years aim our existing dockyards were 
quite congested with the demands made 
upon llieiii for repairs, and this lias only 
(been relieved by two steps which have 
been n-c'iitly taken by Ihe admiralty, 
first, in allowing ships built by contract 
lo lie armed and completed in all re- 
spects before leaving the contractors' 
hands, instead of their being sent to the 
royal dockyards to he completed; and 
secondly, sending many ships with de- 
fective boilers ti tul requiring repair* to 
the private yards on the Tyne, at Ulns- 
si to be refitted. It may 
it, however, that al this 
hipbuilding industry is not 
i that the time has been 
for the success of 
at none of these 



4,<!l>0 increase as non-continuous or 
short-service men, so as to form a 
reserve, a course which 1 ventured to 
urge in a lecture at the United Service 
Institution twelve years ago, and again 
last year. 

Both as regards material and per- 
sonnel we are expending loo much on 
peace service and peace squadrons, and 
loo little preparation and organization 
exists for expansion and war efficiency. 

I. el me sum no in conclusion. Un- 
doubtedly our naval expenditure is very 
large, but, as 1 have endeavored to 
show from a comparison with foreign 
powers, our Ueet is only barely equal to 
ihe two-power standard announced by 
Lord George Hamilton some years ago, 
and which is generally held to bo inslilli- 
cient now, and in the main 1 believe our 
money is well spent. 

I have dealt with the natural elements 
of elliciency generally, but there is one 
point of the first importance iu any 
lighting establishment. What is the 
tone and spirit of the service V To this 
1 feel justified in replying categorically 
that Ihe naval service is animated by (a 
spirit as high and a patriotic devotion 
as true as it was in the days of Nelson, 
and I cannot put it higher. 

Any comparison between the cost of 
the navy now and what it was some 
rears ago is clearly misleading. I think 
I 'it was Mr. Gladstone, in 1S90, who 
j bewailed the increase of naval expendi- 
ture iu that year, comparing it witli the 
I cost of the navy in 183o, when Sir Bob 
j en I'eel was prime minister. He might 
as well have gone buck to Caractaelis, I 
| whose cor. nlc-, it may In- presumed, did! 
| not represent much hard cash. It is 
certain that now is not the time to relax | 
our efforts. The future of Germany

It may be worth while, 
before leaving the dockyards, to refer to 
water-tube .boilers, especially as Sir 
William Allen is never tired of calling 
attention lo the large repairs resulting 
from Ihe failure, as lie views it, of these 
boilers. This is a very large question; 
but there is little doubt that with all its 
faults, the water-tube boiler, in one form 
or another, has, iu Lord Selborne's I

But I have dwelt too long ou the 
material, for the personnel is even more 
important. As Captain Malum expresses 
it, "The artist is greater than his 
material, the warrior than his arms."

•So much for numbers, ami it will be 
seen that we have fewer battleships 
than France and Russia combined, 
though ours are larger and more homo- 
geneous. 

Let us now see what we are doing to 
provide for the future. Certainly t'he 
■present Board of Admiralty deserve 
■credit for having carried out their last 
■ shipbuilding programme, there having 
been often a large gap between promise 
and performance in this respect of 
recent years, due no doubt in part to the 
engineers' strike iu 1807. But in 1902 
nvc voted £9,050,000 for shipbuilding, 
■which Lord Selborue tells us all tins been 
ttpeitt, with the result that we shall have 
added four first-class (battleships and 
•five first-class armored envsers to the 
..licet in 1902-100.'}. This year the sum 
to be spent on new construction is 
l£ 10.1:17,000, or £1,087,000 more than 
'JiLst. year. 

Let us now see what other countries 
wire spending 011 new construction, which 
is shown by the following .figures, and 
my readers will be able to appreciate the 
race for naval supremacy in which our 
imperative national interests have forced 
us to engage. The v t ,te for new con- 
struction in 1902 was :

There are two other points to which 
attention should be directed — namely the 
distribution of licet and the reserves. 
Both have received the intention of the 
admiralty; in the former case we are 
promised a South Atlantic cruiser 
squadron, which will be more effective 
than the small craft on the less import- 
ant stations, and replace them to some 
extent; and in the latter we have the 
report of Sir 10. Grey's committee on 
reserves. This report 1 have seen, and 
though it is fairly full. 1 can scarcely 
consider ils conclusions adequate to our 
requirements, probably on account of 
the restricted scope of the enquiry, and 
there is no doubt that our present re- 
serves are insufficient. They only 
amount to some 30,000, and we should 
have 100,000. if possible. Hitherto wo 
have trusted to the mercantile murillo 
lo supply us. but this supply is failing; 
and, as' Mr. Ritchie told us iu 1808, 
when president of the Board of Trade, 
if we called out our naval reserves iu 
case ;>f war. wc should leave our mer- 
cantile marine mainly :n the hands of 
foreigners. The admiralty are, how-

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Cloth gowns are a necessity tlie whole 
year round. That has 'been proved by 
experience, although there are weeks and 
month a in summer when on most of the 
days the very thought uf n cloth gown 
is it horror. Ye; lot the weather 
change, and the woman wlio is not pro- 
vided with something warm to wear not 
only feels forlorn, but looks so, and con- 
sequently cloth gowns— two or three of 
them— are included in every modern out- 
lit and are worn when they can be— that 
is, from now until the weather is im- 
possible for them, and then occasionally 
on the cool days that come all during the 
summer. Light veiling gowns are more 
practical for midsummer wear and look 
rather lighter, but they do not take the 
place of the cloth gown. A rather curi- 
ous fact is that it is n mistake to have 
toil light a weight of cloth. A heavy 
winter fabric is, of course, most inappro- 
priate, but unless there is some warmth 
to it a gown feels too light in the un- 
seasonable weather. 

Smooth cloth is more used for tailor 
linn it has been for ti long time. 
Long coats and short skirts are made 
of it, elaborately braided and trimmed, 
if the plain effect is not becoming. 
Kough serges and fancy cheviots are 
also in fashion, but have been so much 
used that their hold on the popular fancy 
is not a strong one. Willi most of the 
gowns both a long and a short skirt are 
furnished, especially if the oont is at all 
elaborate in design, for while a short 
skirl is eminently practical, it is very 
Unbecoming and not at all smart for 
anything but hard wear, and the long 
skirt so entirely changes the appearance 
id" a gown that it can almost do duty 
for two. 

MOW SHADE'S OF BItOWN 
BLUE. 

Odd shades of color are very fashion- 
able in veiling gowns. There are some 
curious shades of brown and blue that 
have not been seen before. The brown 
that has a little red through it. almost 
like -chestnut in effect, is very popular, 
and a smart gown of it has a lace jacket 
the same color, with full undersleeves 
and from of chiffon of the same shade. 
, 
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having them to the correct fitting makes 
it thoroughly worth while. 

Anyone with a prominent figure 
should wear plain, tight-fitting rovers, 
while she who is slight requires fulness 
the front. 

To make the right fitting one requires 
u good pattern. A very easy and satis- 
factory way of procuring this is to Usi 
an old foundation bodice from a dress 
'Waist. If required only to the waist, 
the old pattern should be eu* -ff by the 
waist-line, the neck cu' down, and 
about half an inch (or the, original turn- 
ings! off the arm-holes, and only the 
shoulder seams opened. 

Fold the pattern down middle of the 
back: place this • to a fold of the 
material for new garment, and join the 
pattern Hat. Cut out, allowing the 
necessary turnings to tiie front edges 
for the fastenings, which should bo by 
small buttons. 

The best way to do this correctly is 
to cut off (if there are any) the edges ol 
the old pattern, outside the actual middle 
of the front, when fastened; then allow 
a half inch on the button-hole edge and 
an inch and a quarter on the bottom one, 
marking each with a pencil line by the 
old edges. Make them neat by adding 
false hems that will support the buttons 
and button-holes respectively. 

The only seams will be on the 
shoulders, which will be as short as 
required for the high or low neck. If 
the curve is desired below the waist, 
add a yoke basque, otherwise turn up 
the neck, arm-hole and waist edges, and 
make them neat with finishing braid, 
and add a frill of lace for a plain gar- 
imnt. 

For smarter ones, use tucked and in- 
serted mull or set in fancy tops, the only 
disadvantage being that nil unnecessary 
fulness is avoided and any edging is 
better to he only cased on. 

For slight figures a straight striiMof 
muslin embroidery, of any kind of fancy 
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material to use. but henrietta or sateeit 
may serve quite well. Purchase enough 
silk binding to go all around the edges, 
allowing for taking it up in the sewing 
in. Tack the material to the leather, 
then pin the shoulders in the material 
only and sew the leather as described.

texture, may be cut to eight or twelve 
inches longer than the bust measure, 
and the width 'from neck to waist as high 
as desired. A small curve is cut out 
for under the arm or not. according to 
the height of the neck edges. Two 
inches only of fulness are allowed across 
the hack, anil the remainder goes to the 
front. If made of a strip of muslin 
edging, it is best to choose one that will 
permit a ribbon being run through the 
top edge, and this goes straight around 
the figure, under the arm-holes, shoulder 
straps of ribbon, with small bows on the 
top, being added. 

of material requiring a finish, 
bending or insertion edged with lace may 
be lidded. Ill that case a strip of the 
beading or insertion is joined to the 
neck edge, extending beyond each of the 
arm-hole corners, to its own width, where 
it is curved to form the shoulder straps, 
Hie comers being neatly mitred. Pieces 
are eased on to the arm-hole curve and 
neatly joined to the outstanding edges of 
l he neck strip. I. nee is added to both 
neck and arm-holes. 

The front edges may bo hemmed or 
made uf insertion, as preferred, and the 
waist is drawn up by u ribbon run 
through a leading. 

Another pretty style for dressy weal- 
is to join strips of ribbon and lace inser- 
tion alternately, so that the strips will 
run around the garment. This should 
just to an easy bust measure, sloped 
out as required for under the arm-holes. 
A beading to carry a half-inch ribbon 
and edgeil with lace finishes the neck 
and forms the shoulder straps, while 
only frills of tl io same width lace are 
used for nrm-boles and waist. The 
front edges are plaited tqi so as to draw 
the waist edge to tit the figure, and the 
lace frill meets that of the neck. This 
is exceedingly lainty and neat, and 
makes a pretty present. 

A variation of the foregoing is to 
make the strips go downward and then 
plait the ribbon over the nice ones at 
ihe waist edge, which is finished with 
either a beading or a false hem. In this 
case flic front edges nre left full length, 
and may he finished in any way pre- 
ferred, the prettiest being a continuation 
of the trimming of the neck. 

For anyone desiring a warm waistcoat 
to wear under suit coats, and not Wish- 
ing it to be bulky, an excellent plan is to 
cut the plain pattern with only shoulder 
seams as directed for a stay-cover. 

Then purchase enough chamois leather 
to cover it. It is better to take the 
pattern fo get just the right quantity, 
and it does not matter how it is joined, 
as it is merely sewn edge to edge, with- 
out any turnings, and with the edges to 
be sewn lying flat and just meeting. 
Silk or farmer's satin is the best 



di ft hands lay your fish in a 
well-grease. 1 wire broiler, and broil llesb 
side first until brown; then turn and 
broil the skin side until crisp, but not 
blackened. Ptel off what skin comes 
easily, and return to the coals a few 
minutes longer. Then invert on a hot 
platter, cover with 'butter stirred to a 
cream, with fine minced parsley, salt, 
pepper and a wee bit of lemon juice. 
Serve to the accompaniment of hot 
baked potatoes, crispy radishes, straw- 
berries, hot flaky rolls, and a cup of 
genuine Mocha and Java, and you shall 
say, "Eureka! I have found the ideal 
sum mer bren k fast!" 

If you ban not been so hungry, and 
could have waited a bit, you might have 
had the roe for breakfast also; but it 
is just as widl to put it away for 
luncheon or the next morning's break- 
fast. Before putting it in the ice-box, 
however, parboil in salted water to 
which a tablespoonful of vinegar (or 
lemon juice has been added. This not 
only prevents its spoiling, hut lessens its 
tendency to "pop" and splutter during 
the broiling process. When reudy-ito 
cook, brush over with melted butter or 
olive oil, and broil; or split, dip in Hour, 
and fry in hot pork fat. Servo simply 
with lemon and cress, or with cause 
tartare or mayonnaise. 

For croquettes, after they have been 
boiled and allowed to get thoroughly 
cold, lake off the skins and break the 
tiny eggs apart with a fork. Have 
ready a rich cream sauce made from two 
tablespoon fulg of butter, two of flour, 
two uf milk, and a half pint of cream. 
Season with salt, cayenne and a little 
lemon juice; add the prepared roes, 
and let the whole mixture boil up for a 
moment. Stir in a beaten egg, remove 
at once from the lire and turn into a 
shallow dish to cool. When perfectly 
cool, form into oval balls about tho size 
of a large walnut, brush with egg, roll 
in bread crumbs and fry in smoking hot 
fat to a delicate brown. Drain on 
brown paper and serve with cucumber 
or tartare sauce. This quantity will be 
sullicient for a dozen people, and makes 
a delicious fish course for luncheon or 
the midday breakfast. 

BAKED SHAD. 
When it is desired to stuff and bake a 
shad, the familiar nonsense lines, " To a 
Baked Fish," might well he quoted: 

Preserve a respectable demeanor when you 
are brought Into tile room: 

IDon't stare at the guests Willie they're eat- 
ing, no matter bow much they consume. 

Iu dressing the fish, cut as small an 
opening as possible, wash thoroughly, 
and till with a dressing made iu this 
wise : 

Pour over one cupful dry bread- 
crumbs cold water or milk to moisten. 
Add one tablespoonful of melted butter, 
a teaspoouful each of onion juice and 
kitchen bouquet, salt, pepper and a 
tablespoonful of finely chopped parsley. 
Mix thoroughly and fill the fish, sewing 
or skewering the opening together. Lay 
in the dripping pau four thin slices of 
salt pork, and rest the fish upon them, 
Put two or three wafer thin slices of 
pork in the fish, previously sprinkling 
with salt and pepper. Set iu the oven, 
pour two or three tablespoonfuls of? 
boiling water into the pan to prevent 
scorching until the pork begins to try 
out and moisten the lisb. Baste fre- 
quently and bake about three-quarters of 
an hour in a moderate oven. Serve 
with the fish a good brown sauce, en- 
riched by a small glass of Madeira.
